It  looked  like  General  Confer- 
ence Wednesday  at  the  dedicatory 
services  for  three  new  buildings 
at  BYU. 

Pres.  Hugh  B.  Brown  offered 
the  dedicatory  prayer  for  the  Ab- 
haham  O.  Smoot  Administration 
and  General  Services  Building,  the 
J.  Reuben  Clark,  Jr.  Library,  and 
the  Physical  Plant  Building. 

..  IN  AN  INSPIRED  prayer,  Pres. 
Brown  dedicated  each  building 
“from  the  foundations  to  the 
roof’  ’and  asked  that  the  Lord’s 
blessing  might  be  upon  all  those 
who  used  the  facilities  of  the 
three  structures. 

“We  not  only  dedicate  these 
buildings,  but  also  rededicate  our- 
selves,’ ’said  Pres.  Brown,  “that 
we  may  come  to  know  that  edu- 
cation is  a definite  part  of  relig- 
ion and  that  we  can’t  be  saved 
faster  than  we  gain  knowledge.” 

Pres.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  paid 
tribute  to  Abraham  O.  Smoot,  giv- 
ing him  credit  for  helping  finance 
the  institution  during  some  of  its 
leaner  days. 

HE  CALLED  Pres.  Clark  a 
great  statesman  .lawyer,  and  ex- 
positor of  the  Gospel  and  lauded 
him  for  his  twenty-eight  years 
service  as  a counselor  in  the  First 
Presidency  of  the  Church. 

Six  General  Authorities  were 
called  upon  to  speak  during  the 
program.  Pres.  Joseph  Fielding 
Smith  characterized  Pres.  Smoot 
and  Pres.  Clark  as  “men  who 
have  left  a mark  of  integrity  that 
we  are  under  the  need  of  follow- 
ing.” 

ELDER  MARK  E.  Petersen  fol- 
lowed this  theme,  calling  the  two 
“men  with  built-in  integrity”  and 
telling  students  that  they  would 
not  achieve  success  without  that 
quality.
